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Nixon issues Rules to Prevent 
Amy New Refusals of Asylum

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3— The 
White House announced today 
that President Nixon had issued 
new guidelines to prevent re- 
currence of an incident like one 
last week in which a defecting 
Soviet seaman was refused 
sanctuary aboard a Coast 
Guard cutter. 

The guidelines contain in- 
structions — said to be more ex- 
plicit than present procedures 
for handling defectors and ref- 
ugees— that the White House 
be “immediately informed” of 
all requests for asylum. 

In addition, according to the 
White House Press Secretary, 
Ronald L. Ziegler, the guide- 
lines state that “under no cir- 
cumstances should the person 
seeking asylum be arbitrarily 
or summarily returned to for- 
eign ^ jurisdiction or control” 
pending full evaluation by the 
State Department, the White 
House and other responsible 
authorities of the defector’s 
status and the nature of his re- 
quest. 

On Monday the State Depart- 
ment spokesman, Robert J. 
McCloskey, issued a statement 
outlining existing procedures 
for handling defectors. They in- 
cluded a general requirement 
that defector cases be referred 
to “higher authorities.” From 
now on, the White House will 
automatically be consulted, Mr. 
Ziegler said. 

Other Actions Taken 

At his regular news briefing 
this morning, Mr. Ziegler said 
the following actions had also 
been taken in the aftermath of 
an incident that has caused con- 
sternation on Capitol Hill and 


that Mr. Nixon has described 
as “outrageous”: 

«IVice Adm. Thomas R. Sar- 
gent, Assistant Commandant of 
the Coast Guard, has begun a 
formal investigation in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., to determine if 
a court-martial is warranted, 

^Direct communication links 
between the Coast Guard oper- 
ations center and similar facili- 
ties at the White House and 
State Department are being es- 
tablished. 

^Representatives from the 
Coast Guard have been invited 
to join what Mr. Ziegler de- 
scribed as 4< interagency bodies 
dealing with refugee and defec- 
tor affairs.”
